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ON LOVE. 


Ar the prefent day few of the young of either /ex, un- 
perverted by fafoion or undepraved by debauchery, do 
not firmly believe in, and long toexperience the pleafures 
of LOVE. To love and be beloved they efteem the height of 
human felicity; andthe defire of fuch a ftate has no lit- 
tle influence upon their actions whatever be their fituati- 
ons in life. “¢ To this fond defire,” our dramatifts, poets, 
and novelifts, principally addrefs their writings ; they know 
that in fpite of the affected meralift or fnarling critic, their 
pages muft blaze with the flame of love, if they ‘would 
light up pleafure in the imagination of the young. 
Indeed it may be faid that this is one of thofe pleafing 
reveries in which the imagination is allowed to indulge, 
asfore compenfation for the difappointments and dif- 
gufts which we fo frequently fuffer in real life. That it 
often proves fo, is undoubtedly too true ; but I apprehend 
itis more owing to the improper education of youth, 
than to the impoflibility of the thing, that thefe delight- 
ful images are not more generally and in a greater de- 
gree realized. ‘There was a time when they were not 
deemed the mereilluiions of fancy. Thezra of chivalry was 
the zra of dave and of greatnefs. But it may be objected 
that the peculiar circumftances of the times, and the 
difpofition of the peeple, induced an enthufiafmmof mind 
favourable to the reception of ideas the moft romantic ; 
very unlike the prefent day, when an attention to com- 
merce and the arts have given to reafon the fuperiority 
aver fancy, and fubftituted common fenfe for the vagaries of 
imagination. If it wasenthufiafm it was the enthufiafm 
of virtue ; and thofe whofe actions it influenced experi- 
enced a happinvefs, which we may look for in vain from 
our boafted reafon or our darling common-fenfe. I am per- 
fuaded that no one whofe foul js undebafed by the habitu- 
ai indulgence of fenfual paffions, can read with attention 
the hiftory of thofe herolc times, without regretting with 
the perverted orator of i:ngland, that the days of Chivalry 
are no more. But Ftruft that the fpicit of thofe days 
might bein fome degree refufcitated and made the charac- 
teriftic of our own, were a due attention paid to the edu- 
cation of our youth, and efpeciatly of that fex which has 
heen fo fhamefuliy neglected. 








In Female Education much has been cenfured, and much 
recommended ; but unhappily for moft of the writers on 
this fubje&, in aimingat, they have overfhot the mark. Asa 
remedy for the difeafe they have prefcribed a medicine, 
which by operating in a contrary extreme would be like- 
ly to produce confequences equally pernicious to the 
health of focicty. In my opinion thofe who would have 
the women co-partners with us in the rougher tafks of 
life, are hardly lefs reprehenfible than thofe who regard 
them but as inftruments of procreation and pretty play- 
things, with which to trifle in an hour of leifure and 
relaxation. 


That tender frame was never intended to fuftain the 
labours of profeffional life, nor that mental iivelinefs tobe 
depreffed, or that fweetnefs of temper foured by cares 
and difappointments. While Man with a body pliant 
and robuft, and a mind vigorous and capacious, was 
deftined to toil thro’ active life; Woman, lovely Woman ! 
the laft, beft work of the Deity, ‘with a form angelic, ani- 
mated by a mind vivacious, acute and nicely difcrimi- 
nating, obedient to the dictates of a heart throbbing 
with the tendereft fenfibilities, was defigned the {weetner 
of his toils, the foother of his forrows, and the former 
of his mind to elegance and virtue. 


That fhe may anfwer an end fo important, the 
cultivation of thofe powers of intellec and qualities of 
heart, is her firft duty, and fhould be her greateft care. 

Would the females keep in view the influence they 
potlefs on our education, they would not fail to perceive 
an attention to their own as nearly conneéted with 
the welfare of mankind. At the prefent day when their 
fuciety is fo much ‘prized, the character of the youth 
will greatly depend upon that of the females with whom 
he converfes;are they frivoloufly inclined, are they 
dittinguifhed by an e¢xceilive attachment toequipzge and 
drefs?
